_enemies of the U. S. A. are trying to preach here. Part of 
that truth is that an atomic war would spare no country 
anywhere in the world. 
This, it seems to us, gives great reasonableness to the 
Soviet Union’s statement that in meeting on the atomic

Such a pledge would spur the larger agreement on inspec- 


‘tion and control. It certainly would give more hope and 
substance to the negotiations proposal.
